hard to finish, but which will cost 
the tax payers of the county m any 
thousands of dollars. Cook county 
is the only county in the 
state 
ag ain st whom such an order w as 
issued. The collection of taxes will 
E 
roceed as usual in the Lake ami 
•uPage counties. 
Efficiency experts have compiled 
form s and m ethods upon 
which 
they think an equitable real estate 
assessm ent can be levied. 
The ex­ 
act result of the system is not yet 
known. M any assessors are already 
balking about taking up the duties 
and some of them m ay prefer to 
retire from office than to be a part 
to sud? a procedure.

CROSSINGS FOR 
DU PAGE FOLKS

tection of railroad grade crossings. 
The rising death toll at railroad 
! gradecrossings has stirred the coun- 
| ty board of commissioners to im- 
i mediate action, and in order to get 
the views of the different munic­ 
ipalities they offered an open invi- 
; tation to all the president of the 
hoard of trustees of the meeting 
i and offer suggestions as to the best 
J way to remedy the grade crossing 
I condition. 
t 


Many Remedies 
tps the best solution to the 
I is to have the grade cross­ 
ing either viaducted, or use sub- 
w’aps, however this is very expen­ 
sive solution and in many cases the 
railroad would 
absolutely 
refuse 
to go to this great expense. M at­ 
ter of signal lighting was discussed 
and it was pointed out that as many 
times these lights become out of 
order, and are flashing when 
no 
trains are in sight. 
A very logical solution was off­ 
ered. whereby each and every rail­ 
road 
crossing 
would 
be 
the 


same as a stop street, and it would 
become necessary for 
each 
and 
every car 
approaching 
a rail­ 
road grade crossing to stop. lf a 
motorist should fail to heed this 
law, he would be subject to immed­ 
iate arrest. This system is at pres­ 
ent worked out in Minnesota, and 
has added much to lessen the death 
toll at grade crossings in that state. 
There w’ere about 75 represent­ 
atives of the different towns and 
villages present, Besenville, Itasca, 
Roselle, Bloomingdale Addison, and 
other Du Page county towns fur- 
ishing a representative. 
It w’as pointed out that there 
were 93 grade crossings in Du Page 
County, and of these 30 were con­ 
sidered as dangerous, and needed 
extra precaution. In order to unify

Contending that the statute was 
unconstitutional because it violated 
the due process of law clause of the 
Fourteenth Amendment of the Fed­ 
eral Constitution ,the oil companies 
obtained an injunction from a Fed­ 
eral Court enjoining the enforce­ 
ment of the price-fixing law. The 
state appealed. 
Upholding the contention of the 
oil companies, the United States 
Supreme Court declared that des­ 
pite the fact that gasoline is nec­ 
essary and indispensable in carry­ 
ing on commercial and other ac­ 
tivities in the state, the commodity 
is not “affected with a public in­ 
terest” and therefore belongs to 
that general class of commodities 
which are not properly the subjects*] 
of statutory price-fixing.
